The funds, he told those 
present, would be forthcoming 
from the New York regional 
office of the H.H.F.A. after 
a resolution which he was 
presenting to the Selectmen 
had been voted on. 

Franklin stated that $62,000 
which had originally been 
allocated for the preliminary 
work had been spent or al- 
located, and that there were 
no funds available, as of Mon- 
day moming, to pay either the 
Jirector or his Secretary.

One of these fine days there will be a va- 
cant seat, at the Board of Selectmen, that now 
occupied by Francis J. Hagerty.’ Mr. Hagerty, as 
is well known, will shortly be a resident of 
the State of Connecticut. 

If Mr. Hagerty's expected resignation were 
to occur in, say, the middle of August it would 
be much more simple than having it hang over 
the heads of the Selectmen like the Sword of 
Damocles, in the middle of February. 

For the middle of February is just before 
the date of elections - the fifth of March, 
and no matter what Mr. Hagerty does, someone is 
sure to suspect the worst. 

The Selectmen have the right, by law, to ap- 
point whom they chose if there is a vacancy.’ 
This right is going to be regarded suspiciously 
by at least a portion of our townspeople. 

If the resignation should occur before the 
election, the Selectmen obviously cannot ap- 
point one of the candidates without charges 
(however untrue) of favoritism. 

If the resignation whould occur after the 
Town Meeting the Selectmen will be faced with 
the problem of what to do with the defeated 
candidates. 

Either way they have a problem, and no mat- 
ter what they do they are sure to be blamed 
for it by some sore-heads. 


NORTH WILMINGTON RAILROAD SERVICE 


Those people who have hopes of having the 
railroad trains stop again at the North Wil- 
mington Railroad station were dealt more disap- 
pointment last week, as a result of an agree- 
ment between the Boston & Maine Railroad and 
the Town of Reading. 

It will be remembered by our readers that 
when the railroad discontinued its service it 
was proposed that Reading, Woburn and Wilming- 
ton combine to take the case to court - with 
Wilmington officials vowing to fight to the 
Supreme Court, if necessary. 

Woburn then declined to enter the case, but 
Reading and Wilmington entered an appeal to the 
Department of Public Utilities, which was heard 
last fall. 

Now, as a part of the real-estate transac 
tion involving the selling of the Reading Rail- 
road station to the Town of Reading (for $1500 
including three acres of land) Reading has 
agreed to drop its suit against the railroad. 

Which sort of leaves Wilmington standing all 
alone. 


ANYTHING CAN HAPPEN 


Wilmington's Urban Renewal project can most 
certainly be described, at the present moment, 
as being "up in the air". 

Under the terms of the extended contract 
with the Housing and Home Finance Agency, in 
New York, the final stages of the preliminary 
planning and survey were to be submitted by 
March 3ist. 

This is now impossible. Because the Select- 
men, Friday night, chose to give a vote of "no 
confidence*® (our term) the WHA cannot possibly 
complete the program in time - barring an un- 
expected miracle. 

The last step in the work, involving a con- 
tract with the W. H. Ballard Company of Boston, 
is supposed to take 30 days after the rest of

plete, but if we have to wait until after the 
Town Meeting, which occurs on March 12th., the 
Ballard company obviously cannot do their part 
in time for the March 31st deadline. 

Members of the Housing Authority feel that 
the two articles on Urban Renewal, for the 
march 12th meeting are really unnecessary, even 
though they may be desirable from some view- 
points.’ These members feel that the vote of the 
Town, when it appropriated $1000 for Urban Re- 
newal several years ago, constitutes all the 
necessary legal background necessary for Urban 
Renewal in Wilmington. 

It is entirely possible that members of the 
Housing Authority may move to "pass over the 
articles" i.e. lay them on the table without 
debate on March 12th. 

On the other hand there are three possibi- 
lities that they mist face, action possibly by 
the Selectmen or others. 

The first is that, under these two articles 
the town would simply vote a "vote of confi- 
dence” in the present program, and the Housing 
Authority. 

The second would be for the Selectmen to 
avoid any involvement in the question, remain- 
ing silent, and let the Town Meeting take what- 
ever course it will, without any effort of 
guidance. 

The third course would be to Separate the 
issues, i.e. to discuss Urban Renewal as a pro- 
ject in itself with involving the Housing Au- 
thority. To do this a separate Urban Renewal 
Authority would be at least suggested. 

This without doubt would be the most dif- 
ficult thing to do, but there are people in 
Wilmington who favor it. They want Urban Re- 
newal to be discussed without any personalities 
being involved. 

They have a point but we believe they won't 
get far. 

Whatever happens we feel that our March 12th 
Town Meeting is to be subjected to such floods 
of oratory as to'constitute some new kind of 
record. 

(The Town Crier, next week, hopes to carry a 
summary history of Wilmington'’s Urban Renewal 
project to date with the hope that it will be 
conc e enough to serve at least partly as 
duide for the Town Meeting of March 12th). 


MORE ASSULTS ON HOME RULE 


There are always selfish interests who seek 
in the name of "justice" to further their own 
ends. Last year our Legislature passed new laws 
which reduced the size of homes to 764 square 
feet, on the plea that in some towns there were 
excessive regulations. 

Such a law was nothing more or less than an 
act of robbing the people of the towns of the 
right to make up their own minds. It certainly 
wasn't needed in Wilmington, where we had es— 
tablished the entirely reasonable minimum of 
800 square feet. 

Now these same, interests, under the same 
plea of "justice" seek to take Zoning privili- 
ges away from towns and cities, and make them a 
state function. 

Senate Bill 281, now in the Legislative hop- 
per, would prohibit towns and cities from re- 
quiring over 75 feet for the frontage of a 
house lot if public water and sewerage are a- 
vailable, 100 feet if public water only is 
available, and 125 feet if neither are avail- 
able. 

House Bill 1375 seeks to negate the powers 
of local Boards of Appeal, by making a State 
Board having the Power to annul or modify any 
decision. It is needless to point out that the 
courts already have this power, for wrong ‘Ver- 
dicts. 

House 2423 seeks to make invalid any re-

OF SKATES AND HORSES AND SIDE HILL DODGERS 


Jeannie's sportsmanship is now a matter of 
international record, which of course gladdens 
the heart of every red-blooded citizen of Wil- 
mington. 

But there are some questions that might ho- 
ther some of our readers. Why did Jeanne, for 
instance, come in eleventh in the 1500 meter 
race? Why didn't the American girls make a bet- 
ter showing than they did. 

Basically its a matter of Enropean versus 
American styles and customs in speed skating - 
and the Olympics are based on the European 
rules. 

In Europe speed skaters always skate against 


the clock. In competitions no more than two 
skaters will be on the ice at the same time, 
and it will mostly be on a straight-away course 

In this country speed skaters skate against 
the pack, similar to the manner in which race 
horses run. y;t is the competition of shoulder 


to shoujder skating that inspires the contes- 
tants. “eanne, to name one, has skated for over 
15 years against four to thirty skaters at a 
time. There is quite a difference. 


Secondly there is the "Indoor Skating* ver- 
sus the European style. “eanne and the other 
Americans are Indoor Skaters, which means that 


they skate on a closed rink, 16 laps to the 
mile. The Europeans, as we have already men- 
tioned, skate on a straight-Away, with much 
less turning. 

The Americans are forever circling to 
left in their races, with their right 


crossing over their left, mich in the same 
ner as the reputed Side fill Dodger of New 
Hampshire is supposed to walk. 

Thirdly there is the matter of the skates 


themselves. American skates are more rugged 
and a little higher than European skates, and 
weigh a little more. Both American and European 
Skates cost $75 to $125 a pair, which is an 
expensive thing for papa, but the American 
skates can be expected to last at least half a 
season, if not all the winter, while a skater 
who is used to the rough harum-scarum of the 
American skates will be lucky if his European 
skates last anything over two weeks. 

In addition to being just a little higher, 
American skates, the kind on sldech Jeanne has 
always trained, give a little more support to 
the ankles. This too, is important. There ts 
also the slight but important factor of "ent" - 
the style of finish where the skates meet the 
ice. There are differences between the European 
"eut™ and the American "cut". 

In other words Jeanne and her friends, even 
with a winter's practice, were not skating in 
the style, nor on the skates to which they had 
been accustomed all their lives. And, has been 
demonstrated, that has made a difference. 

Perhaps the American Skating Union should 
change the rules so our skaters use the Euro- 
pean styles. We would have a better chance at 
the Olympics - but there wouldn't be gqnite as 
much fun.

This news moved Bosley Crow- 
ther, the movie critic and 
columnist of the New York 
Times, to observe the following

day piece, ‘there are simply 
more people who will pay money 
to sleep in hotels than will 
pay money to slegp in theatres 

As Mr. Crowther points out 
later in his story, this ob- 
servation is not as flippant 
as it sounds. 

There was a time, he says, 
when the salesman who had some 
time to kill and the night 
worker who was looking for a 
warm spot to snooze off a few 
hours would drop into one of 
the mommoth movie theatres on 
Broadway. 

This is no longer true. 

The skyrocketing prices the 
big movie house have to charge 
these days have shooed the 
salesman and the night worker 
into the film meccas of 42nd 
st. where the tariff is quite 
a bit less. 

The big houses have had to 
depend on the pulling power of 
the films they exhibit and the 
stage shows they produce. 


The competition has been 
rough also from two of the 
Roxy’s better known neighbors, 
the glittering Music Hall, 


wiere the Rockettes regularly 
display their terpsichorean a- 
gilities, and the Capitol. 

For one reason or another, the 
offerings at the Music Hall 
and the Capitol have been just 


a bit better than the offering 
at the Roxy.

The news 
last week, therefore, that the 
Roxy was calling it quits came 
as no great surprise.

Drainage Problems 

Drainage problems of the area 
which includes a considerable 
amount of ‘low’ land, had ta- 
ken another $3000, Franklin 
stated. 

The $3000 was spent for a 
special survey by the firm of 
Haley & Aldrich. Dr. Aldrich, 
it was explained, is a member 
of the faculty of M.I.T., and 
the sum of $3000 represented a 
considerable savings over the 
original estimated cost of 
$4100 forthe survey, 

The survey was necessary, 
William Agreeable Smith 
charged, because of inadequa- 
cies of the original Urban 
Renewal report, prepared be- 
fore the Housing Authority 
took charge. 

That survey, he stated, had 
said that there was no ledge 
and no drainage problem. 
Further discussion revealed 
that the firm of Haley & Al- 
drich had drilled or dug about 
200 holes through the area. 
Nine of the holes were de- 
scribed as ‘deep’. 

The Housing Authority, it was 
declared ‘now knows where the 
water is coming from and where 
it is going’. 

Inferred, but not definitely 
stated, was that there were 
@reas in the Urban Renewal 
project that could not be used 


for building, 
Cost of Project 


Town Counsel Phillip Buzzell 
wanted to know if there were 
any estimates for the total 
cost of the project. He was 
told by Smith that the costs 
were not known at the present 
time, as the Re-Use Appraisal 
among other things, had not 
been completed. 

The subject of costs was fur- 
ther pursued by Nick De Felice 
who mentioned the ,ost of fill 
among other things. Franklin 
told the Selectmen that he 
could make a rough estimate of 
the final total costs, but 
that he would need the per- 
mission of the Housing Author- 
ity to make it. He did not 
get this permission. Contin- 
uing .on the subject further 
with De Felice, they discussed 
the ‘acquisition costs’. 

The original acquisition cost 
of the area had been set at 
$400,000. Franklin stated that 
the estimates for {he total 
area were now $430,000, an in- 
crease of 5%.
